W ilsons reply to G* ruiany'.s peace message; 


Having received the solemn and explicit assurance of tin* 
German government that it unreservedly accepts the terms of 
peace laid down in bd address to the congress of th* United 
States, on the 8th of January. 1918, and the principles of settle­ 
ment enunciated in his subsequent addresses, particularly th** 
address of ihe 27th of September, and thai it desires to discuss 
the details of their application and til ut lids wish and purpose 
emanated, not from those who have hitherto dictated German 
policy and conducted the present war on G< rmany’s behalf, but 
from ministers who speak for the majority of tin* ivichstaz 
and for an overwhelming majority of the Gorman peoples; and 
having received also the explicit promise of the* present govern­ 
ment that the humane rules of civilized warfare will be ob­ 
served both on land and sea by tin* Gorman armed forces, tie* 
president of the Fnited States feels that lo* can not decline to 
take up with tin* governments with which the government of 
tho I nited States is associated the question ol an armistice. 
Ho deems it his fluty to say again, however, thai the only 
armistice he would feel justified in submit ting for consideration 
would be o i k * which should have ihe Fnited States and th** 
powers associated with her in a position to enforce and ar­ 
rangements that may be entered into and lo make a renewal 
of hostilities on tin* part of Germany impossible.

He reminds the Germans that the power of the king of Prussia 
(the kaiser) to control the policy of the empire is unimpaired, and 
concludes with the warning that if this power is to be dealt with the 
United States and the allies can demand nothing but surrender. 
As the note was dispatched Secretary Tumulty, at the

House, gave emphasis to the assurance given by all members of the 
government that no interruption of the military program is contem­ 
plated by making public correspondence between 
Secretary 
Baker 
and President Wilson showing that more than 2.000,000 American sol­ 
diers have embarked for the war overseas.
